The sabject having
Intely been alluded to in conversations with the
Pmsfden!—elecl, he emphatically declared his op-
position, in so many words, to the old Jackson
dootrine that to the victors belong the spoils,
In other words, e is opposed Lo turnlog men
out of office merely for opiniou’ eake. Toe
purpose of his administration will be the faithilal
pertormance of the duties of his great ofice; to
gee that the laws are carrled end; that honesty
and economy previll in the public service, und
that all the offices are filled by capable und
eficient men. This 1 understood to mean
that if sn officer in the public service has
shown @ peculiny fitnesa for his position,
and evidemce of his abllity to perform its
funetions o the highest degree of excellence
and with honesty of purpose, no matter what
his political opinions may be. it would be im-
proper to displace that officer with one who
conld at least perform the dunes no better,
While it I8 probuble that General Grant will seek
in the Repuplican party men to 1l the various
offices, it is certain that he will look more
closely. te the fitnees of the candidate than to his
political services to any pariy; and thai the
¢latms of uo man oo the latter ground mmli
will be considered. General Grant has nlso sai
in conversation, recently, thuat he is in favor of
the general features of Mr. Jenckes' Clyil Ser-
vice bill,

A Xetter to Seereinry Seward—Thoe Re-

volntionists Praying for Hecognitio o

ns Belligerents,

The following communication was addressed
duripg the latter paat of October last, by Gine-
ral G, Oespedes, General-in-Chlef of the liberat-
ing forces in Caba, and the members of the
Junta of the Provisiousl Government, tojdccre-
tary Sewanrd:;—

10 Qubans, weary of the degrading oppres.
slon by which they have been ruled during more
thon three centaries: detesuded of all their
hopes to obtain the rights to which all men ;-
pire who in thelr consclence wish for liberty:
humilinted even to the deprivation ol freedom
of speech in order to claim a place ai the table
of eivilization, to which their known aptitude lor
filling 61l careers and public ofiices entitles them,
have finnlly raired the standard of liberty on
our beantiful and unfortunate native soll, under
the folds of which sll those have rallied who,
like ourselves, nourish the desire of conquering
our liberiies and constituting a free government
that can nssmre our future and open & broad
ield, enabling us to march on the path of pro-
gress towards those aspirulions which are the
bope of humanity,

Animated by such s holy cause and by the
voice of our country, welarose arsinst the Gov-
ernment of Spaiu, in the encampment ol Dema-
jagns, In the jurisdiction of Manzanillo, tu the
pumber of Ave hundred men, who nithovgh not
ull tralomed to wurfare, were delermined Lw
defend even unte death tbhe standard that we
nad ralsed, votll we had obtained the object of
our hopes, our independence—in frot, unul we
bad driven the tyranuy and despotism of Spain
torever from our shores, whizh to the pre-ent
day has marked our brows with the stigmu ol
the most degrading slavery.

Providence, that always helps and guides
men who feel their existence in order to tollow
thelr autonomy, bas granted thal we happily
took the path ot revolution, und although we
were only five bundred meu, badly srmed, and
still worse disciplined, snd driven to & moan-
tuin by well organized Government troops of
Spain, we now number fifteen thousand men,
sufliciently well equipped and \;ouesalng ample
munitions of wuar—an army that has srrived
triuwphautly, cootinually routing the enemy
and augmenting, because the voice of liburty is
responded to from the bosoms of oar forests, by
men willlug to stroggle agalost tyranny, like
tue plants thal rise and become animated by
the first rays of the sno; and so unsparing is
the hand of oppressiou that ignorance awakes
from the depthe of its duarkness to join In the
sirife,

We now hold much more than 8ty leagues of
the interior of this l8land in the Eastern Depart-
n ent, among which sre the people (or commu-
nitles) of Jiguani, Tuuas, Bare, Yara, Barran-
cas, Dani, Canto, Ewmbarcadero, Guisa, and
Horno, besides the citles of Bayamo aond
Holguin, in all numbering 107,853 juhabitauts,
who obey us _and have sworn to shed the last
drop ol blood in our cause,

In the mentioned city of Bagamo we have
establiehed a provisional government aud
formed our general quarters, where we hold
more thun 800 of the enemy prisoners, taken
from the Spanish wrmy, among whom are gene-
ruld and governors of high rank. All this has
been accomplishied in ten days, without other
resourccs thuu those offered by the couniry we
have passed through, without other arms
than those taken {rom the enemy, and
without other losses than three or four killed
and 8ix or elght wounded. What does this in-
dieate! It indicates that the Cabuns are not so
weak nor such cowards 48 rumored; it indicates
that we are prepared aod capable to remove

| the government that oppresses us, that injustice

cnnnot relgn forever, that a day will come when
wil great erimes will meet with punishment,
nud that the aspirations of a people goided on
their rough path by the finger of Providence
capnol so easily be deviated or held back,
However, in order to succeed in our holy
cause, we require the intervention of the inflo-
cuce of elvilized and free nations, so that, re-
cognized as belligerents, Lthey will eause the
righte of people and the laws of humanity to
be respected, and avold barbarous measures
that sre noy of modern times, snd could be
brought mto sction by such a government as

that of Spuin, obliging us to make reprisals that |

nre repugnant to our senliments, and that
wonld tend to stain the panity and the noblepess
ol our cause,

For this renson we recollect that in Americn
there exists a great and generous nation to

milllons of the North wonld be happier, and
would pe stronger (of covrse assuming that they
would held together) without the Eﬁ:uth thin
with 1t, and algo that the negroes would b
much vearer to emancipation under a Sonthern
Government than under the old system of the
Unlon, which had not a' that date (August,
1862) been abandoned, and which slways ap-
peared to we to place the whole power of the
North at the command ol the slavelolding la-
texest of the Sounth.

Ae far ax regards the special or eeparate
ioterests of England In the matter, 1, differing
from many others, had always contended that it
wis best ﬁ'\r our intercst that the Union shouald
be kept entire.

Forglve these detalls on a matter which has
now lost its interest, 1 have only to conclude
by renewing my thanks and by expressing wy
most earnest desire that your country, already
S0 great, may grow, prosper, nnd flouriglh more
and more for its own benefit, and for the benedi
of the world, Believe me, sir, yours, ete.,

I regaurd his pust courde and declded character
us the surest gunrantees of his fature course,
The flonting ldea that has attached itself
to the minds of the many, thatl he may yet prove
1o be a Demoeral, is like muany other specaln-
vons that gain circulation and credence; hut
only serve to deceive those who are credulons
enough to mdulge them, It we recall 1o mind
the events of (he last two vears, we shall re-
member that General Grant's position at one
time was such 88 to insure his nomiuvation for
President by the party that he might choose as
most in ae 2ord with his views ot public policy:
